New Delhi, the 9th February, 1990 

Notification under section 3 (2) (v) of the Environ¬ 
ment (Protection) Act, 1980 and rule 5 (3) (a) of the 
En vironment (Protection) Rules, 1980 prohibiting 
storage ol chemicals in Antop Hill in Bombay. 

S.U. 130 (E) .—Whereas a notification under sub- 
rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) 
Rides, 1980 (Here in after referred to as the said 
rules) inviting objections against the imposition of 
prohibition on storage of chemicals in Antop Hill in 
Bombay was published vide No. S.O. 852 (E), dated 
the 7th September, 1988 ; 

And whereas an order under clause (d) of sub¬ 
rule (3) of rule 5 of the said rules could not be 
issued within 120 days of the notification under 
clause (a) of sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the said rules 
because of the matter being subjudice under Writ 
Petition 12179)85, namely, M. C. Mehta v|s Union 
ol India and Others in the Supreme Court of India 
and Writ Petition 3381 of 1987 in the Bombay High 
Court ; 

And whereas the Honourable Supreme Court in 
its order dated 5-12-1989 directed the Government 
ol India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
to consider objections received in response to the 
notification No, S.O. 852 (E) dated the 7th Septem¬ 
ber, 1988 and take decision without having any ob¬ 
jection in respect of the fact that the matter is pend¬ 
ing in that Court; 
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And whereas 138 objections were received which 
included 133 against and 5 for the prohibition ; 

And whereas 5 representations received in support 
of prohibition included suggestions by M|s. Mount 
Steward Tea Estate, Bombax to develop Antop Hill 
Warehousing area into a semi wholesale kirana 
Market and not lor storage of ha/;udous chemicals. 
The Save Bombay Committee cities in.ippropriatncss 
of tire compplex in densely populated area and warn¬ 
ed against the consequences of hazards in case of 
explosion or accident. The Institution of Indus¬ 
trial Managers India, tire members <>[ the Cooperative 
Housing Society Ltd. of the Bank oi India and the 
Bombay Environmental Action Group have expressed 
the same views. However, tbe Save Bombay Commit¬ 
tee have no objection to the storing of mm-ha/ardous 
chemicals; 

And wheieas ol tire 133 representations against 
the prohibition the institutional ones are from :— 

(i) Secretary, Department of Environment, 
Government of Maharashtra, 

(ii) Antop Hill Warehousing Company Ltd., 
through its solicitors (AHWC), 

(hi) T he Municipal Corporation of Greater 
Bombay, 

(iv) The Indian Chemicals Manufacture! s Asso¬ 
ciation, 

(v) The Indian Merchants Chamber, and 

(fi) The Chemical and Alkali Merchant Associa¬ 
tion. 

The rest of the representation against the prohibi¬ 
tion were by individual traders who have booked 
offices or godown space in the warehouse complex. 
The representations from the traders are similar in 
nature ami cite financial loss and need for storage 
spaces as the basis lor opposing the notification. T he 
main thrust of the views ol the Government of Maha- 
rslitra and the Municipal Corporation of the Grcatei 
Bombay is that no environment pollution is likely by 
th c storing of non-hazardous chemicals at Antop Hill 
Warehousing Company Ltd. (AHWC complex. 
Such chemicals do not generate noxious gases or 
liquids in any manner injurious to environment, it 
is also emphasised that instrumentation conditions 
have been envisaged lor storage of chemicals and 
the licence granted by the Municipal Corporation of 
the Greater Bombay to th c AHWC will be conditio¬ 
nal with safeguards for safety. The AHWC gave the 
genesis of the Warehousing Complex at the Antop 
Hills and highlighted the various construction featur¬ 
es lik c the electrical fittings, fire protection details, 
etc. The Government of Maharashtra was anxious to 
remove th e storage of chemicals from the congested 
residential and commercial areas of the Bombay city 
measures primarily to shift the chemical storage from 
B and C Wards of Municipal Corporation of the 
Gi eater Bombay which- are highly congested and 
densely populated. Th c said site at Antop Hills was 
selected after detailed studies conducted by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Maharashtra and the Municipal fCorpora¬ 
tion of Greater Bombay. The usual land reclamation 
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investment had been uruleitaken by the Government 
of Maharashtra and the Municipal Corporation of 
the Greater Bombay during 1975-79. The AHWC 
then obtained the approval of the Chief Lire Officer 
of the Municipal Corporation of the Greater Bounty, 
Chief Controller of Explosives, Government of India, 
Nagpur and other concerned authorities’departments. 
The AHWC claims that they have given the tmn- 
plete list of safety measures incorporated in plan¬ 
ning based on the stipulation imposed by the Chiet 
Fire Officer and thc Chief Controller of Explosives, 
Government of India in Writ Petition No. ii£I79|85, 
namely, M. C. Mfchta versus Union of hulia and 
others in the Supreme Court of India. The AHWC 
also contested further that the storage for 

chemicals in tJicir original packed condition and 
not meant for any bulk storage or repacking or storing 
of any gases|earcinogenic substances or explosives 
and that th c total quantity of chemicals to be stored 
in the complex at any one time is not more than 
5000 metric tonnes. Another main objection of AHWC 
was that trie notification could not be issued since 
the matter was subjudice in another Writ Petition 
No. 3381 of 1987 pending in Bombay High ^ Court 
The Indian Chemical Manufacturers Association, the 
Indian Merchants Chamber and the Chcmira! and 
Alkali Merchant Association presented the same 
arguments. 

And whereas it is difficult to conceive how the 
AHWC could ensure that only authorised chemicals 
would be stored in thc individual godownx It is also 
not clear how the traders storing different types of 
chemicals needings segregation would manage to 
store all these chemicals in the godown 5 nlloted to 
them. In the pattern of trade in general and the 
chemical trade in particular th c inherent nature of 
a trader is to keep his business information to him¬ 
self. Considering that each business space for stouge| 
office will be under the individual control ol each 
trader and no single body could take full responsibi¬ 
lity for safe storage of chemicals by over a thousand 
individual Finns dealing in different quantities of 
chemicals at different rates of turn over, different 
different suppliers and widely varying terms ol 
trade and methods of business, the AITWC or any 
other body will find it impossible to exercise com¬ 
plete control over the storage of chemicals belonging 
to a large number of individual traders in the same 
complex. There is no safety system to control flam¬ 
mability, toxicity, corrosivity, reactivity, instability 
and oxidizing nature of several of the hazardous che¬ 
micals, Public interest demands that under no cir¬ 
cumstances should hazardous chemicals be allowed 
to be stored at the site in question ; 

And whereas the Government of Maharshtra ap¬ 
pointed a committee headed by Dr. R. K. Garg to 
look into the pros and cons of the use of Antop Hill 
Warehousing complex for the: purpose of storage of 
hazardous and non-hazardous chemicals. The Com¬ 
mittee has gone into all the details and visited the 
site to conduct site inspection at length. The Com¬ 
mittee has concluded, among other things, that sto¬ 
rage of hazardous chemicals at this site would make 
this storage a major ha/anl installation. The Com¬ 
mittee suggested shifting of the storage of hazardous 
chemicals to a different site. The same Committee 
filter prepared a list of chemicals which could he 
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stored in the proposed warehousing complex along 
with the quantities that could be stored. The 55 
chemicals listed by the Garg Committee in this con* 
text along with permissiablo quantity lor storage are 
listed as per Annexure; 

And whereas now all objections received have 
been duly considered by the Central Government; 

"Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conJer- 
ecl b\ clause (d) of sub-rule <3) oL rule 5 of the 
said rules, the Central Government hereby imposes 
prohibition and restrictions that no hazardous chemi¬ 
cal as delined in clause (,c) of mle 2 of the Manu¬ 
facture, Storage and Import ol Hazardous Chemicals 
Rules, 1989, not being a chemical in the quantity 
mentioned in Annexure, shall be stored in Antop 
Hill Warehousing Complex and that the storage of 
approved chemicals shall be regulated in ac<ord- 
ance with the recommendations of the Garg Com¬ 
mittee.
